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INTRODUCTION. 


The  auction  season  1903- 1904,  the  detailed  results  of  which 
are  reported  in  this  volume  of  Book-Prices  Current,  cannot 
be  considered  entirely  satisfactory,  except  from  a  purchaser's 
point  of  view.  For  some  reason,  books  of  an  ordinary  character, 
and  these  are  always  in  a  large  majority,  have  failed  to  maintain 
the  position  in  the  market  they  aspired  to  during  the  last  three 
or  four  years,  and  a  very  great  depreciation  in  their  current 
values  is  noticeable.  This  is,  of  course,  to  the  advantage  of 
those  who  have  bought  them,  unless  indeed  the  next  season 
should  witness  a  still  further  depreciation — an  event  that  is  not 
at  all  impossible.  For  the  present,  however,  it  may  be  said 
with  every  confidence  thdt  many  of  the  works  that  appear  in 
the  auction  rooms  repeatedly  year  after  year,  and  are  regarded 
at  all  times  as  valuable  contributions  to  the  subjects  to  which 
they  relate,  show  a  falling  off  of  from  30  to  40  per  cent,  compared 
with  the  amounts  they  used  to  bring  in  days  when  commercial 
and  other  surroundings  were  less  unsettled.  It  may  also  be 
said  with  equal  confidence  that  inferior  books,  which  must  at 
all  times  constitute  the  great  mass  of  those  which  come  to  the 
hammer  —  inferior  by  reason  of  their  unimportance  per  se,  or 
because  they  belong  to  editions  of  little  repute,  or  are  in  bad 
condition — have  fallen  away  to  such  an  extent  that  comparisons 
are  almost  out  of  the  question.  On  the  other  hand,  what  may 
be  styled  the  Aristocracy  of  the  book-shelf,  those  really  valuable 
books  which  have  been  sought  after  with  increasing  energy  as 
they  became  scarcer  and  more  difficult  to  acquire,  has,  if  any- 
thing, become  more  aristocratic  still.  The  market  value  of 
these  is  distinctly  increasing,  and  bids  fair  to  reach  a  point  that 
will  be  regarded  as  prohibitive  by  all  except  the  very  few  to 
whom  a  matter  of  money  is  of  no  importance. 
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These  remarks  have  reference  to  the  results  of  the  auction 
sales  of  the  season  regarded  as  a  whole,  and  are  not  applicable 
to  particular  sales  or  special  incidents.  On  the  contrary,  this 
i8th  volume  of  Book-Prices  Current  is  replete  with  informa- 
tion of  the  greatest  importance  gathered  from  all  the  noticeable 
sales  that  were  held  between  October,  1903  and  July,  1904.  On 
page  208  will  be  found  a  full  description  of  the  celebrated  Milton 
Manuscript,  and  this  in  years  to  come  will  doubtless  be  turned 
to  as  being  most  readily  accessible.  On  pages  482-524  a  very 
full  report  is  given  of  the  extensive  Library  of  Economic 
Literature  sold  by  Messrs.  Hodgson.  Though  the  books  in 
this  collection  were  not  uniformly  in  the  best  condition,  and 
though  the  prices  realised  were  not  sufficiently  high  to  invest 
the  sale  with  supreme  importance  on  that  account,  the  Library 
was  of  such  an  unusual  character  that  a  lengthy  notice  of  it 
became  a  necessity.  The  report  will  no  doubt  be  found  useful, 
as  it  gives  the  titles  of  a  large  number  of  books  difficult  to 
trace  under  ordinary  conditions. 

The  most  important  sale  of  the  season  was  that  of  the  Library 
of  the  late  Rev.  Walter  Sneyd,  of  Keele  Hall,  Staffordshire. 
Many  of  the  manuscripts  in  this  collection  were  of  exceptional 
quality  and  interest,  one  of  them  realising  no  less  than  ;^2,5oo, 
though  it  could  easily  be  placed  on  the  palm  of  the  hand.  In 
fact,  the  manuscripts  accounted  for  more  than  half  the  total  sum 
realised,  and  ten  of  the  most  important  will  be  found  described 
on  pages  164  and  165.  The  Miscellaneous  Sale  held  by  Messrs. 
Sotheby  on  April  i8th  and  five  following  days  (pp.  372  et  seq.) 
realised  more  than  ;£  11,000,  and  must  be  regarded  as  the 
principal  sale  of  the  season,  if  printed  books  only  are  taken 
into  account.  Several  very  interesting  works  collected  by  the 
late  Mr.  W.  G.  Thorpe,  of  the  Middle  Temple,  were  included 
in  it,  notably,  a  fine  copy  of  the  original  edition  of  the  "Imitatio** 
of  Thomas  k  Kempis  and  the  first  Hymn  Book  of  John  Wesley. 
More  important  than  either,  from  a  literary  point  of  view,  was 
the  original  warrant  fOr  the  arrest  of  John  Bunyan,  which,  it  is 
said,  Mr.  Thorpe  secured  for  a  trifling  sum.  Other  entries 
of  permanent  value  will  be  found  scattered  throughout  the 
volume. 
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The  greatest  care  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  Indexes, 
and  though  it  is  not  claimed  that  these  are  or  ever  can  be 
immaculate,  it  is  probable  that  very  few  mistakes  will  be  found. 
Should  one  be  discovered  in  either  Index,  it  can  as  a  rule  be 
corrected  by  reference  to  the  other,  it  being  hardly  possible  that 
the  same  mistake  could  occur  in  both.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
the  headlines  to  the  volume  have  been  made  more  precise  and 
distinctive  than  formerly,  so  that  there  should  now  be  no  difficulty 
in  following  any  particular  sale  from  its  commencement  to  the 
end. 

Following  the  usual  practice,  I  give  a  table  of  averages  since

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  for  1904  is  con- 
siderably less  than  it  has  been  since  1896,  if  the  abnormal  year 
of  the  Boer  War  be  left  out  of  the  calculation.  To  account  for 
this,  it  is  only  necessary  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  state  of  trade 
has  been  in  anything  but  a  satisfactory  condition  for  some  time 
past,  and  that  books  are  usually  the  first  to  feel  the  evil  effects 
resulting  from  a  general  scarcity  of  money.  There  may  be  other 
and  more  powerful  reasons,  but  this  appears  to  me  to  be  the 
most  plausible.

6d.,  advertising  the  work  in  "  nearly  all  the 
London  papers  of  the  day."  The  correspondence  between 
Shelley  and  Stockdale  appears  in  the  issue  oi  Macmillar^s 
Magazine  referred  to  and  in  some  recent  editions  of  Shelley's 
letters.

The  catalogue  of  this  important  sale  was  profusely  illustrated^ 
and  though  it  comprised  no  more  than  a  dozen  entries  will  always 
remain  a  valuable  contribution  to  Shakespearean  biography  and 
literature.  The  articles  sold  comprised  a  folio  document  dated 
December  31st,  1598,  bearing  the  signatures  of  Archbishop 
Whitgift,  Robert  Devereux,  Earl  of  Essex  and  other  noted  person- 
ages of  the  day  ;  a  signed  holograph  letter  of  Lettice,  Countess  of 
Leicester,  the  "little  western  flower"  of  "A  Midsummer  Night's 
Dream";  autograph  signatures  of  Philip  Herbert,  Earl  of  Pembroke 
and  Montgomery,  and  Henry  Wriothesley,  Earl  of  Southampton, 
Shakespeare's  great  patron,  a  silver  seal-top  sp>oon  bearing  a  full- 
length  figure  of  Shakespeare  and  the  initials  of  himself  and  Anne 
Hathaway,  a  casket  made  from  the  wood  of  the  mulberry  tree,  a 
carved  portrait  of  Shakespeare  from  the  same  wood,  and  the 
"unknown  portrait"  reproduced  and  described  in  Walford's 
"Antiquarian"  for  October,  1885.

Note. — The  large  amount  realised  for  this  collection  wa» 
derived  to  a  very  great  extent  from  the  sale  of  a  number  of  valuable 
illuminated  manuscripts,  several  being  of  quite  exceptional  interest. 
It  is  not  the  practice  to  report  the  sale  of  MSS.  in  Book-Prices 
Current  unless  they  rank  as  literary  relics  in  the  strict  appli- 
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cation  of  that  term.  It  has  always  been  the  custom  to  notice  these 
in  such  a  way  that  they  can  be  identified  hereafter,  a  few  words 
being  all  that  is  generally  necessary  to  that  end.  In  the  case  of 
illuminated  manuscripts  of  mediaeval  times,  the  circumstances  are, 
however,  wholly  different.  If  these  are  to  be  recognised  on  any 
future  occasion  they  must  be  accurately  described,  and  this  is  not 
possible  without  a  minute  analysis  and  the  expenditure  of  a  large 
amount  of  space.

The  D'-  in  his  Preface  says  Page  4  "That  the  faults 
might  be  corrigible  from  his  Manuscripts  but  none  exists^^ 

Now,  I  here  return  you  the  ManP'-  copy  of  the  i«'  Book,. 
&  there  you  will  find  the  several  places  he  affirms  were 
altered  by  the  Printer  are  exactly  true  to  the  copy  &  I  think 
it  is  plain  that  the  P^  edition  was  printed  by  this  very  copy 
which  was  preserved  only  upon  account  of  the  License 
written  before  it,  &  was  afsigned  over  with  the  bond,  when 
Symonds  sold  the  copy  &c  to  Aylmer  of  whom  I  bought  it 
&  though  there  is  no  date  to  the  license  yet  'tis  easy  to  know 
about  the  time  it  was  granted  by  having  recourse  to  the 
Company's  Book  where  it  is  entered,  &  it  must  be  before 
and  near  1667.  Pray  learn  which,  &  let  me  know  it.  If 
M*"  Aylmer  is  yet  living  he  may  give  you  some  account  of 
this  matter,  and  particularly  of  Symons^  the  Printer  &c. 

As  for  Symonsy  the  person  to  whom  Milton  sold  the  copy 
he  was  not  a  poor  Bookseller  as  the  V>^  says  (page  2).  I 
remember  him  &  he  was  look't  upon  an  able  &  substantial 
printer,  &,  I  think,  his  Father  a  printer  before  him,  &  a 
strict  Difsenter ;  he  lived  near  Aldersgate  &  Milton  in 
Jewin  Street  pretty  near  him,  &  they  might  be  of  acquaint- 
ance &  perhaps  if  the  former  edition  of  Milton's  book  were 
seen  he  might  have  been  employed  by  him  before,  but  this 
is  only  conjecture.  I  think  M^  Martyn  printed  his  history 
of  England,  &  that  it  came  out  before  Paradise  regained,  & 
Starkey  printed  that^  &  they  were  most  likely  to  employ 
another  Printer  they  were  used  to,  &  Symons  might  be  dead. 

As  for  his  notes  the  first  is  enlarged  from  that  in  his 
Specimens  &  his  opinion  not  so  positive  ;  as  to  the  altera- 
tion of  Sacred  for  Secret — I  desire  any  one  to  read  Psalm 
the  i8'*>  verses  9-10-11-12  &  Psalm  97  verse  the  2^  — 
In  the  i8»h  Psalm  Verse  the  ii'*»  I  think  makes  for  Secret 
before  Sacred  (Pray  look  on  Milton  in  Addison's  notes — 
Page  285 — I  think  this  makes  for  Secret.) 

I  suppose  the  D^  is  himself  of  that  opinion  but  backward 
to  own  he  would,  or  can  pofsibly  be  mistaken. 
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Miltons  employing  a  printer  so  near  his  own  house  is  to 
me  an  argument  that  he  did  not  trust  wholly  to  the  Printer. 

As  for  the  Editor,  I  think  that  is  a  mear  Phantom  of  the 
D»^  creating,  &  raised  on  purpose  to  season  in  appearance 
his  scurrilous  invectives  against  Milton. 

Page  4,  he  calls  him  by  way  of  contempt  "  The  blind 
Author."  Page  ro,  he  is  "blind  poor  &  friendless"  which 
is  false  in  the  2  last  as  may  be  proved  from  M«f  Edwards 
account  of  him  (in  Edwards  life,  written  by  himself). 

As  for  the  word  Scaly  verse  206,  look  in  the  ManP'-  it  is 
the  only  blotted  word  in  the  copy,  &  I  know  not  if  it  is 
Scaly  or  Sealy — I  know  there  is  Seal  skin  used  in  binding 
but  know  not  what  it  is. 

Page  12  and  234  "Swalm,  empty  bombast,  nonsense  a 
bad  writer,  &  a  blotted  copy" — Judge  by  the  copy  of  this 
I"  book,  if  the  copy  was  blotted  &  I  can  see  no  reason  not 
to  believe  if  the  copy  of  the  other  book  was  to  be  found  it 
might  be  as  fair  as  this  you  have. 

Line  248 — Hath.  ^*'Hath  could  not  come  from  the  Poet" 
look  in  the  Manuscript. 

Verse  251 — A  fault  neither  to  be  forgiven  Milton^  nor 
suspected  of  him  vide  the  copy.

Verse  i%(y—^*' Silly  &*  superfluous" — 505  you  will  find  the 
ManP'  agreeing  with  the  first  edition,  which  confirms  the 
Book  wc^  printed  from  it.  Verse  ^^o— ^*^  Pedantry^  silly  " — 
Verse  590-—"  and  yet  this  has  been  represented  as  a  cele- 
brated line" — He  means  M«^  Addison  who  Vol  3*1  page  277 
commends  this  verse — 704  "  A  Strange  blunder." 

Mr.  Addison  has  particularly  in  Page  263  &  266  com- 
mended Milton  for  these  very  things  the  D>^  condemns  him, 
&  one  may  find  in  his  notes  on  Milton  a  vindication  of 
Milton  from  a  great  many  of  the  D"*  mistakes  about  the 
Poem — I  cannot  but  observe  that  the  D*"  takes  not  the  least 
notice  of  M'  Addison's  name  Page  398 — he  says  "rtn 
ingenious  and  celebrated  writer" — By  whom  he  must  mean 
M»^  Addison  in  his  notes  Page  353  makes  afsumption 
against  the  2  last  lines  of  Milton,  &  for  which  sole  reason 
1  believe  the  T>^  says  ''^the  Gentleman"  (no  naming 
M*^  Addison)  could  eject  these  2  lines"  &  after  ^^these^ 
lines  cannot pofsibly  be  spared" 

Spectater  269 — Mj^  Addison  has  described  a  false  critic. 
I  have  observed  that  generally  the  D^  avoids  reflecting  so 
much  upon  what  M^  Addison  quotes,  &  commends  in 
his  notes,  as  he  does  upon  all  the  wit  &  sense  &  sure 
Mr  Addison  might  in  some  places  have  been  by  name 
taken  notice  of. 

Looking  into  Sir  W.  Temple's  work  Oct,  i*'  Page  299 
there  is  a  character  which  I  am  pretty  sure  was  drawn  for 
our  D»^  who  had  reflected  in  his  arrogant  way  upon  Sir 
W™*-  naming  &  recommending  in  a  former  efsay  Esops  & 
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Phalaris's  epistles.  Pray  read  it  over,  and  judge  for  your- 
self l)*^  Swift  knowing  this  matter,  pray  give  my  most 
humble  service  to  M»^  Pope,  &  shew  him  this,  &  the 
Manuscript  of  the  i*'  Book;  it  would  rejoice  my  heart  to 
hear  that  he  was  likely  to  take  the  D^  to  task  for  meddling 
with  subjects  nature  had  not  intended  him  for.  Sure  the 
D^  has  forgotten  that  nobody  else  has,  M»"  Boyle*s  fine 
vindication  of  Phalaris  upon  which  the  Dispensary  has  it 
"  And  to  a  Bentley  *tis  we  owe  a  Boyle." 

I  am  yet  of  my  former  opinion  ;  the  Editions  will  flag  in 
a  little  lime.  The  general  esteem  every  one  has  for  the 
Poem  will  make  an  edition  go  off  with  my  notes — But 
Bentle/s  notes  if  allowed  to  be  right  are  enough  to  ruin  the 
esteem  for  the  Author,  and  I  do  verily  believe  that  was,  & 
is  his  design,  but  equally  waives  any  other  of  his  pretensions. 

An  edition  from  M»^  Pope  would  be  most  joyfully  received 
by  the  world  pray  desire  him  to  look  into  an  S^o  book  which 
1  shewed  him,  &  which  I  think  L^  Oxford  has  called  the 
Life  of  Tho*-  Elwood  writ  by  himself  printed  for  J.  Serl  in 
Grace  church  street,  there  in  Page  145  he  gives  some 
account  of  Milton,  and  Page  246  more,  &  relating  to 
Milton*s  life  and  writings  he  says  Page  154  he  had  always 
a  man  to  read  to  him,  which  was  usually  the  son  of  some 
gentleman  of  his  acquaintance  whom  in  kindness  he  took 
to  improve  in  his  learning  in  confirmation  of  this  last  I  can 
give  you  this  true  accont  I  was  very  intimately  acquainted 
when  young,  with  one  M^  IV:  Davenant  lA  son  to  Sir 
William  the  Poety  this  gentleman  was  after  of  Magdalen 
hall  in  Oxford,  &  published  a  book  printed  there  being  a 
translation  relating  to  old  authors  in  8^0-  He  was  after 
unfortunately  drowned  in  France  as  he  was  swimming. 

This  M»^  Davenant  told  me  that  Mj^  Milton  helped  him 
in  his  study  of  the  Latin  &  Greek  authors  to  whom  he  used 
to  go  in  order  to  his  learning.  That  when  his  Father  was 
in  the  Tower  he  was  very  much  afsisted  by  M>^  Milton  in 
his  gaining  his  liberty,  &  (if  I  am  not  very  much  mistaken) 
he  at  the  same  time  told  me  his  Father  in  return  upon  the 
Restoration  was  very  helpful  to  Milton,  &  Milton  was  very 
acknowledging  for  it,  &  upon  that  score  offered  his  afsist- 
ance  in  doing  any  thing  that  should  be  grateful  to  Sir 
William.  It  was  a  little  after  Milton's  death  he  told 
me  this.  I  had  a  mind  to  have  seen  Milton's  books  & 
M»^  Davenant  went  with  me  in  order  to  it  I  was  then  in 
my  prenticeship,  &  could  not  go  except  on  a  holiday  or 
Sunday,  so  the  next  Sunday  we  went.  M^  Milton  was  some 
time  before  then  removed  from  Jewin  Street  to  Moorfields 
near  the  Artillery  ground,  &  it  being  in  the  afternoon  about 
sermon  time,  there  was  nobody  at  home,  &  so  we  returned 
home.  I  have  often  since  when  at  Moorfields  cast  a  look 
towards  that  Street,  &  the  houses  were  then  thought  such 
as  any  substantial  trader,  or  merchant  might  dwell  in. 
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This  is  not  what  the  D'r  represents  him,  "<w  living  in  a 
narrow  dark  room  "  or  chamber y  6r*  as  poor  6r*  frienmefs, 

I  believe  in  Tolands  life  of  him  some  useful  things  might 
be  found  :  he  had  2  nephews  both  indifferent  authors. 

Phillips  once  wrote  the  English  dictionary  Folio  & 
published  a  thick  i2«no*.  an  account  of  the  Poets  ancient,  & 
modern,  if  in  that,  Milton  should  be  mentioned  it  may  be 
relied  upon  I  am  indeed  at  present  (it  cannot  last  long) 
not  a  little  concerned  in  this  Vultures  falling  upon  a  Poet 
that  is  the  admiration  of  England,  and  its  greatest  credit 
abroad.  I  must  further  remark  that  the  D^  has  most 
meanly  avoided  his  Criticism  upon  the  many,  and  some  long 
quotations  of  M»"  Addisons  notes — I  dont  find  that  in  any 
of  his  remarks  that  in  those  places  The  Author  could  not 
write  as  printed — 

The  printer  is  not  in  them  named  a  blunderer^  nor  any 
sham  Editor  supposed.  This  I  mention  again  having  since 
my  fore  mentioned  hint  gone  through  Mr.  Addison's  noteSy 
and  looked  into  the  D"- ;  pray  let  me  hear  further  about 
this  matter — any  matter  though  never  so  trifling  about  it, 
would  be  accptable  &  if  very  little  in  Bulk,  perhaps  you 
might  get  it  franked.

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[Mr.  Collier,  in  his  "  Rarest  Books  in  the  English 
Language,"  vol.  i.,  pages  380-1,  has  furnished  an  account 
of  a  volume  of  tracts  given,  in  the  winter  of  1578,  by 
Edmund  Spenser,  the  poet,  to  Gabriel  Harvey,  his  very 
particular  friend  and  contemporary  at  Cambridge.  This 
gift  is  now  known  to  us  solely  from  a  very  imperfect 
copy  of  one  of  the  pieces,  and  the  interest  of  the  whole 
circumstance  is  limited  to  a  partly-defaced  memorandum 
by  Harvey,  stating  the  fact  of  the  donation  and  the  condi- 
tion attached  to  it  by  the  author  of  the  "  Faerie  Queene," 
namely,  that  he  should  read  all  the  items  forthwith,  or 
forfeit  his  copy  of  Lucian.  At  the  period  that  Mr.  Collier 
wrote  (1865),  and  until  the  present  time,  this  fragment  was 
regarded  as  a  solitary  record.  A  far  more  important 
Spenserian  discovery  has  now  been  made  in  the  shape  of 
this  volume  of  tracts  in  their  original  vellum  wrapper,  all  of 
which  belonged  to  Harvey,  and  possess  his  marks  of 
ownership  and  acquisition  between  1576  and  1578,  and  of 
which  one  (Turler's  Traveller,  1575)  not  only  came  to  him 
as  a  gift  from  Spenser,  but  in  the  note  of  presentation 
(written  on  the  title-page)  affords  the  apparently  novel 
intelligence  that,  at  a  time  when  he  has  been  usually 
supposed  to  have  been  residing  in  the  North  of  England, 
the  author  of  the  "  Faerie  Queene  "  was  acting  as  secretary 
to  the  Bishop  of  Rochester— Dr.  Young,  his  former  principal 
at  Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge.  The  inscription  on  the  Turler, 
which  reveals  this  new  and  different  biographical  aspect, 
runs  thus  :  "  Ex  dono  Edmundi  Spenserii  Episcopi  Roffen- 
sis  Secretarii,  1578."  Some,  if  not  all,  of  the  other  tracts 
were  bought  by  Har\ey  at  York  in  the  autumn  of  1576. 
At  the  end  of  one,  Grafton's  Treatise  of  Tables,  1 576,  he 
has  written  :  "  Gabrielis  Harveii  et  amicorum,  one  of  mie 
York  pamflets,  1576.  Then  fitt  for  mie  natural  and  mathe- 
matical studies  and  exercises  in  Pembroke  hall."  Nearly 
all  the  printed  matter  (fly-leaves  included)  between  cover 
and  cover  has  received  autograph  memorials  of  diligent 
perusal ;  Harvey  in  his  notes  cites  Chaucer,  Lydgate, 
Edmund  Spenser  himself,  Du  Bartas,  and  the  "  Shepherd's 
Calendar."
